The following report by the medical officer of health for the colony 
on the state of the outbreak of bubonic plague in the Cape Colony for 
the week ended July 9, 1904, is published for general information.

Port Elizabeth. — One case of plague was discovered during the week, namely, a 
European female, on the 5th instant. 

At the plague hospital two cases were discharged cured. Two cases remain under 
treatment. 

161 rats (16 found dead), 201 mice (9 found dead), were bacteriologically exam- 
ined during the week, of which 15 rats and 5 mice proved to be plague infected. 

Other places. — At Grahamstown, East London, TJitenhage, Queenstown, King 
Williams Town, and Knysna no case of plague in man or animals was discovered.
